7 Students, Driver Safe 
After Bus Rolls Over 


Seven Crawford AuSable 
School District kindergar- 


teners and a bus driver 
escaped serious injury after 
their bus rolled over on tts 
side on a sharp curve on Nor- 
th Down River Road. 

Wet roads and snowy road 
shoulders were named as 
factors in the accident which 
occurred Tuesday, Dec. 22, 
about 12:20 p.m. The seven 
students, all age five, were 
heading home to begin 
Christmas vacations from 
school. 

The seven children and the 
bus driver, Patricia Ann 
Kozicki, 47, were taken to 
Grayling Mercy Hospital for 
treatment. The students 
were later released and 
Kozicki was held one day for 
observation. 

The bus was traveling 
southbound on North Down 


River Road about one mile 
from Kozy Korners when it 
skidded sideways on a curve 
and rolled over. Kozicki 
removed — the children 
through the rear emergency 
door and radioed police. The 
Grayling Township Fire 
Dept. was called to the scene 
to wash down estimated 36 
gallons of fuel that leaked 
from a ruptured tank on the 
bus. 


Minor damage was repor- 
ted to the 66-passenger bus. 
Approximately 20 students 
were passengers on the bus 
at the beginning of the noon 
route. The accident occurred 
about halfway through the 
usual bus route. 

Kozicki has been a driver 
for Crawford AuSable 
schools for 12 years and had 
an accident-free record.

Grayling Township offi- 
cials are looking over a plan 
for a 40-foot by 115-foot build- 
ing as a possible answer to 
their office space shortage. 
The new building floor plan 
calls for six offices, a meet- 
ing room, and restrooms. 
Currently, the township - 
which jumped in population 
from about 6,500 in 1970 to 
9,700 in 1980 - uses three of- 
fices in the Grayling City 
Hall.

Township Supervi- 
sor Bernie Fowler said the 


township has been saving 
money in the fund for years 
and a new building will not 
cost township residents any 
additional tax dollars.

The price is higher 
than the township originally 
wanted to see due to the 
meeting room in the 
proposed building being 
enlarged.

Babson’s 1982 
Forecast 


BABSON’S BUSINESS AND 
FINANCIAL FORECAST FOR 1982 


By Babson’s Reports Inc., Wellesley Hills, MA., December 
31, 1981. Economic conditions and the status of public senti- 
ment in the closing weeks of 1981 stand in stark contrast. to 
those of late 1980. A year ago, overall business was still trending 
upward. Moreover, there was hopeful expectancy that the 
change in the nation’s leadership would lead to an 
alleviation--and ultimately a resolution - of problems which had 
been gnawing at the core of the economy. Now, as 198] gives 
way to 1982, the economy is gripped by a recession and there is a 
rising tide of anxiety that the Reagan prescription will produce 
further harsh dislocations. 


DEEP PESSIMISM NOT WARRANTED 


The staff of Babson’s Reports feels it is premature to sum- 
marily dismiss the Reagan Administration's efforts to shore up 
the foundation of the economy. It must be remembered that not 
all of the provisions of the Economic Recovery Tax Act of 1981 
are yet in effect. In addition, pessimism with respect to funda- 
mental and long-term considerations is not justified when one 
gives duc weight to the fact that at least some progress has 
already been made in slowing inflation and lowering interest 
rates. Yet. much more improvement must be attained on both 
fronts before their dangers are genuinely subdued, and this is a 
task which undoubtedly will take a good deal of time - and 
dogged persistence - to accomplish. The backlash on both counts 
in 1980 attests to the absurdity of band-aid type solutions. 

The true severity of -he current recession can also be better 
evaluated by taking into account the postponement of business 
capital equipment investment as soon as it became evident that 
the benefits of liberalized depreciation under the tax legislation 
would not commence until January 1, 1982, During the hiatus, 
this important element of industrial activity has been kept on a 
subpar basis. Hence, it is only reasonable to assume that we 
shall have some catch-up buying as 1982 progresses, Of course, 
the high level of interest rates also served to stifle business 
equipment demand, but these promise to be a less inhibiting fac- 
tor in the year ahead. Indeed, interest rates have already worked 
down to levels that are appreciably less prohibitive to borrowers. 

1982 -- FROM RECESSION TO EXPANSION 

Judging from the behavior of various key economic indica: 
tors, Lhe last quarter of 1981 will prove to be the low point for the 
year's business performance. After an unexpectedly vigorous 
advance in the first three months, the economy softened a bit 
during the ensuing two quarters and then slumped sharply to 
close ont the year immersed in a genuine recession. Thus, we 
have slipped into recession twice in consecutive years. Yet, 
unlike 1980's eredit-restraint-fostered economic drop, which 
began and ended within that year, the recession of 1981 will 
likely carry over inlo early 1982, Even so, due to the severity of 
the nosedive during the past three months and given the decline 
in interest rates, there may be only a downward shading of

Family New 
Year’s Resolution

Start the New Year right 
by getting your family 
papers in order. 

Why do you need a good 
record-keeping system? 
Being able to locate an im- 
portant paper when you 
want it eliminates a lot of 
frustration, says Irene 
Hathaway, Michigan State 
University Extension 
specialist in family resour- 
ces. There are some other 
important reasons: 

-To provide information 
and verification of income, 
support and deductible ex- 
penses for income taxes. 

-To insure bills are paid 
and that bills received are 
accurate. 

-To keep track of the value 
of assets and the amount and 
nature of insurance 
coverage. 

-To avoid problems in case 
of a crisis, such as death or 
loss due to theft or fire. 

-To make possible the con- 
struction of a new worth 
statement. 

Both husband and wife 
need to know where all the 
records are kept. The 
easiest way to get started is 
to order Extension Bulletin 
451, “Record of Important 
Family Papers.” 

Some of the items you 
should have recorded in- 
clude: 

-Names and addresses of 
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family advisers, such as the 
lawyer, banker and insuran- 
ce agents, 

. -Locations of important in- 
formation and records, such 
as wills, birth records, Social 
Security records, deeds to 
property and credit card 
numbers. 

-Life insurance records, 
including company name, 
type of policy, premium and 
settlement option. 

-Health, accident and hos- 
pitalization insurance recor- 
ds. 

-Real estate and personal 
property insurance records. 

~Banking records. 

-Investment records. 

-Outstanding debts. 

Where do you need to keep 
records? Most can be kept at 
home, but you need to con- 
sider keeping some 
documents in a safe deposit 
box. These would include 
birth and death certificates, 
marriage license, adoption 
papers, divorce or 
separation decrees, citizen- 
ship papers, and military 
service records. Mortgage 
documents, deeds and title 
papers, appraisals of 
property and titles might 
also be best kept in a safe 
deposit box. Any other docu- 
ments that you couldn’t 
replace or that would be 
costly or troublesome to 
replace should go into the 
box. One exception, says 
Hathaway, is your wills. 
Leave them with your 
lawyer.

A joint legislative committee has 
issued a list of 76 recommendations 
for improving Michigan’s prison 
system, including a plea to 


adequately fund the system to im- 


prove safety. 

The committee was charged with 
investigating three riots in the 
system last spring and make 
recommendations to improve the 
system. 

Representative Jeffrey Padden (D- 


_ Wyandotte), chairman of the special 


committee, said the recommenda- 
tions do not fundamentally disagree 
with those issued last August by the 
citizens’ task force appointed by the 
governor. 

But the legislative committee, he 
said, had the luxury of more time to 
completely review the current 
corrections system and reflect on 
what changes are.needed to prevent 
future riots. 

Corrections Director Perry John- 
son said he appreciated the fairness 
of how the issues were treated by 


_the legislative committee. 


“We acknowledge many of the 
problems and concur with many of 
the recommendations,’’ he said. 

Like the report issued last 
August, the legislative committee 
pin-pointed situations such as over- 
crowding, lack of good time, racism 


_-on the part of prison employees and 
‘inadequate training as contributing 


to the tensions. 

These broke into riots at the 
Southern Michigan Prison at 
Jackson, the Michigan Reformatory 


- at Ionia and the Branch Prison at 
Marquette on May 22 and 26, 


The legislative report put particu- 
lar emphasis on the department's 
especially the 
inability to adequately pre-screen 
applicants to excuse potentially un- 
suitable workers, the lack of em- 
ployee evaluations and inadequate 
training, as a leading cause of the 
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Michigan Mirror

riots. 

Padden said those personnel 
problems have crept up into middle 
management who occassionally 
would not implement department 
policies. 

The committee also called for 
corrections financing to recetve a 
“higher priority’ in the appropria- 
tions process, said the department 
should base its budget requests on 
“need and not solely on the state’s 
budgetary limitations or political 
considerations." 

The legislature should also review 
the department’s original budget 
request, not simply the recommen- 
geuene issued by the governor’s of- 
ice. 

Padden said he might personally 
favor cutting other programs if 
necessary to increase corrections 
funding to an acceptable level. 

Other recommendations made by 
the special committee include 
greater affirmative action in the 
hiring of prison staff, the breaking 
down of Jackson prison into smaller 
autonomous prisons, implemen- 
tation, by the Legislature, of recom- 
mendations made by the 1980 prison 
overcrowding task force and the 
enactment of a modified form of 
good time allowing time off a 
prisoner’s sentence for good 
behavior. 

Michigan voters eliminated good 
time with the passage of a ballot 
proposal in 1978. 

Director Johnson said the plans 
are atready underway to improve 
employee training and defended 
department employee policies and 
practices. 

He also agreed with the proposal 
to divide Jackson into four facilities, 
saying it could go a long way towar- 
ds restricting violence. 

Johnson said a more detailed 
response to the proposals would be 
made in early 1982.

‘To Whitey and Elmer Fen- 
on: 

A most interesting article 
about the South Side of 
Grayling that Ebmer wrote. 

May I add a few more fac- 
ts about the South Side. 
Where the Sears store and 
assorted businesses down to 
State Street that crosses the 
AuSable River and had an 
old wooden bridge we use to 
calt the Red Bridge and the 
AuSable River from the 
highway bridge thru town 
were rmany boathouses all 
the way down past the old 
Red Bridge, just past 
Stanley Madsen’s cabins and 
home. 

The Cook greenhouse 
grounds in the winter were 
flooded and that use to be the 
official skating rink for 
Grayling. Many happy 
skating days were had thru 
the winter months, for both 
adults and kids. 

Then across the road - 
there was the Fisher Hill for 
the downhill sleds and fur- 
ther east Baker’s Hill. The 
Finns had a beautiful ski 
slide with big jumps, some in 
series. 

Now back to shopping cen- 
ter with Promart and etc. 
There used to be a sidewalk 
all the way to State Street. I 
used to have fun roller 
skating on that sidewalk. 
The reason for the sidewalk 
was that the area used to be 
atl homes, a really impor- 
tant residential section. But 
a severe fire destroyed all 
the homes. Eventually it 
became the slab pile area for 
the sawmills, and Jorgenson 
was the foreman over that 
area, and was called slab- 
piler Jorgenson, not in 
disrespect, but in those days 
they were referred to accor- 
ding to the kind of job they 
had. 

Now back down State 
Street going north again just 
south of the bridge where 
Stephan’s (Carlisle’s) canoe 
livery is located.

Wisconsin, where he learned 
the creamery business, he 
built at that time a modern 
creamery for the time 
period. He got the cream 
from farmers in Beaver 
Creek and Maple Forest. 
That lasted until about 1913, 
when the farming slowed 
down and the market got bad 
and he had to ship his butter 
to New York, he turned the 
creamery into a_ house. 


About 1916 he built a garage- — 


tire store and vulcanizing 
shop with a gasoline pump. 
He sold this property about 
1919 and built the first 
modern gas station and vul- 
canizing shop and sold Chev- 
rolet parts. Then about 1924 
he sold this to Alfred Han- 
son. 

A little reminiscing about 
the southside in winter on 
thaw days. It was snowball 
time for the southsiders and 
the northsiders. Lord help a 
poor southsider caught 
alone, he was sure in trouble 
and the same thing for the 
northsiders. 

In the spring the streets 
were flooded and then froze 
over. In the winter the 
streets were rolled by a 
large roller pulled by a 
team, and the sidewalks 
were plowed by a_ horse 
pulling a plow. The kids used 
to play shiny on the icy 
streets with sticks made out 
of tag alder and a small milk 
can for a puck, Watch it if 
you got on the wrong side or 
wham across the shin’s by a 
shiny on your side. 

Brink used to own the 
South Side Store, he sold it to 
Jumbo Pete Johnson and 
finally Adkinson. Brink 
moved to the store behind 
Olson’s, and then sold it to 
Trudeaus. 

J hope you are interested 
in this, I am a pioneer of sor- 
ts, I came to Grayling in 1905 
at the age of 214.

Those familiar with rivers 
such as the AuSable know 
that brook trout spawn in the 
fall. The eggs are buried in 
the gravel where they are 
protected from predators. 


All through the cold winter 
months, they remain there to 
eventually hatch into fry in 
the spring. Many fish spawn 
in the spring. For example, 
the yellow perch hangs its 
ribbon - like eggs over vege- 
tation growing in shallow 
water. The northern pike 
also spawns in early spring, 
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preferring weedy areas in 
shallow water or flooded 
marshes. The adhesive eggs 
scattered over the vegeta- 
tion and bottom are deserted 
by the parents. Bass scoop 
out a shallow bowl in the 
sandy bottom where the eggs 
are laid and guarded until 
the fry are a couple of weeks 
old. The bass prefers 
solitude with its nest; on the 
other hand, the bluegills 
gather in colonies. They 
also scoop out a shallow 
basin in the bottom where 
the eggs are laid and guar- 
ded from predators. When 
stream temperatures reach 
about 40 degrees, the smelt 
move out of the Great Lakes 
to spawn. The eggs are 
released into the current and 
since they are sticky, they 
adhere to the downstream 
side of rocks or anything 
hard. Minnows feed on the 
waste eggs. Bullheads favor 
an old muskrat burrow, or 
an area among tree roots to 
lay their eggs. The young are 
guarded until they are about 
two inches long, betng her- 
ded into a tight ball-like 
school. Walleyes deposit 
their eggs over rocks or 
gravel on windswept lake 
shores or in streams. Since 
they abandon the eggs after 
they are laid, they lay many. 
In fact, they may lay 25,000 
or more eggs per pound of 
fish. 

What brought all this to 
mind was the activity of 
several trout in the East 
Branch this fall. There is sa 
much going on in the natural 
world about us that :¢ is easy 
to realize why each living 
thing has its time and place 
in the scheme of things.

area. In our opinion, such a 
thorough, professional study 
is vitally needed, and would 
encompass a number of fish- 
ing seasons. 

Our position was, and 
remains, not against ‘‘No 
Kill” regulations, per se. We 
are all well aware of the ex- 
periments and sometimes 
successful programs prac- 
tised in other areas. If sucha 
program on the South Bran- 
ch were proven by test to be 
beneficial tathe habitat, the 
health, and the reproductive 
ability of the fish, we would, 
of course, withdraw our ob- 
jections. 

We believe our agnostic 
position is well taken, and in 
conformity with Trout Un- 
limited’s ‘‘North American 
Policy for Salmonid Use and 
Management,’”’ as revised 
August 1972. Under Para- 
graph ‘‘H”’ - Regulations - It 
is stated - ‘Restrictive mea- 
sures should be based only 
on biological, social, and 
economic evidence’ - and 
under “‘K”’ - Management - it 
mentions that the only 
stream type recommended 
for ‘‘No Kill” restrictions as 
needed to maintain quality, 
is on a Class “C”’ stream - 
“where Natural reproduc- 
tion is inadequate’. 

The members of the 
Mason Chapter, for the most 
part, reside in this area. We 
do not believe the trout 
reproduction on the South 
Branch is inadequate. This 
position is also held by the 
Fisheries Division of the 
M.D.N.R. 

The Fisheries Division ad- 
vise they are well aware of 
special regulations in other 
states, including ‘‘No Kill” - 
and discuss the success, or 
lack of it, with the biologists 
of these states. In Pennsyl- 
vania, where there are 
numerous ‘‘No Kill?’ areas, 
the biologists caution this 
regulation is not a cure-all, 
and should be used 
cautiously, and on selected 
waters, usually accom- 
panied by a _ supporting 
stocking program. In 
Wisconsin, a State biologist 
advises he does not consider 
that State’s experiment with 
“No Kill’ regulations a suc- 
cess. 

Among other points, the 
Fisheries Division have 
these comments to make 
with regard to the subject 
proposal on the South Bran- 
ch: 

The rules applying to the 
Mainstream are good ones 
for that stream, The same 
regulations with possibly 
some modifications, would 
be preferable to ‘‘No Kill” 
regulations on the South 
Branch. 

They do not believe the 
South Branch is comparable 
to the other streams, in other 
states, where “No Kill’’ has 
been tried. 


Natural mortality must, - 


on “No Kill” waters, in- 
crease to compensate for the 
reduction in mortality as a 
result of fishing. This is a 
definite factor to be con- 
sidered before going to the 
“No Kill’* rules. 

The reduction in mortality 
could result in increased 
survival of young trout, to 
the extent a similar problem 
to that experienced on the 
mainstream under the 12” 
limit could occur. The trout 
would be in poorer condition 
and of smaller average size 
at a given age. 

Any change in the regula- 
tions of the South Branch is a 
risky proposition, in view of 
the wonderful fish popula- 
tion and fishery it sustains. 

We also find, in talking 
with biologists, and reading 
their reports, the unanimous 
opinion that the results of 
such a program cannot be 
evaluated until after many 
years of experience. 

We have an excellent 
stream, with good fishing 
potential. Why tamper with 
it, when the results will not 
be known for years, and 
cannot be guaranteed? 

With the support for our 
position listed above, and the 
references attached, all 
from qualified professionals 
in this field, and with the 
support of the T.U. National 

Policy, we ask that you 
reconsider the position of the 
Michigan Council with 
regard to this drastic change 
in the South Branch fishing 
regulations. 

This may be the time to 
experiment with “No Kill” 
regulations, but we believe 
fervently that the South 
Branch of the AuSable River 
is NOT the stream,

economic activity during the first 1982 quarter, followed by a 
flat performance in the spring weeks. This scenario may not be 
impressive, but it is far less disheartening than the pessimistic 
predictions which have prevailed of late. Moreover, scattered 
signs of improvement should be emerging before long, though 
perhaps not in sufficient quantity and intensity to spell large- 
scale overall business gains. Around midyear, however, the 
economy should be moving ahead in concert, and we expect the 
final half of 1982 to feature distinct upside progress even though 
the summer weeks may be more robust than the fall season. By 
autumn new growth in demand for credit may begin to take hold. 
This should make for some braking influence, though not enough 
to prevent a definite business uptrend for the year’s final two 
quarters. 


MORE SOBER EXPECTATIONS 


Early months of 1981 were filled with mounting anticipation 
that the new national! leadership would revitalize the economy 
and restore some luster to America’s role in international affairs. 
However, the actual scope and megnilude of the nation’s 
problems have brought home to the public the fact that there are 
no easy solutions. Nevertheless, this does not mean that no 
progress will be made. As the initial public ebullience when the 
Reagan Administration took office was probably unduly op- 
timistic, so also the current swing to disillusionment is undoub- 
tedly excessive and somewhat myopic. 

No doubt there will be more give and take between the White 
House and Congress in 1982. Out of this may come some com- 
bination of additional spending cults, deferral and down-sizing of 
selected outlays, and the raising of fresh revenues. If our expec- 
tation that the bulk of the recession occurred in the fourth quar- 
ter of 1981 turns out to be true, estimates of federal budget 
deficits in this and succeeding fiscal years may prove to be 
unrealistically high. Also, in view of the steepness of the 
recession, we would not be surprised to see some of the critics of 
the tax cuts shift position again and press for the second phase 
of the tax reduction for individuals to be moved up from mid- 
1982 to some point earlier in the year. 


HELP FROM ECONOMIC TAX 
RECOVERY ACT OF 1981 


The recent damaging revelation by Budget Director David 
Stockman that he doubts the viability of the Administration’s 
economic and fiscal proposals provided additional! fuel for the 
arguments of opponents as the economy slid into recession. 
However, the potential benefits of the Economic Recovery Tax 
Act of 198) have not been given adequate credit. When all of the 
provisions of the legislation are fully operative, these benefits 
should stimulate the economy. Later, their commulative effect 
may have an even more positive influence. Taken individually, 
the tax benefits are far from large, but their collective impact on 
private capital formation - over a period of time - will be quite 
positive and widespread. 

These incentives for individual savings will help replenish 
private capital reservoirs: The tax exemption on income from the 
dividend reinvestment plans of qualified utility companies and 
the broader concept of Individual Retirement Accounts (IRA) 
even though both these devices have annual limitations. Also, 
cash flow of corporations will be enhanced by the lower tax rates 
on profits and more liberal depreciation schedules for capital in- 
vestments. The latter should spur the modernization of U.S. 
productive facilities, make us more cost-competiLive in foreign 
markets without compromising quality. 


GROSS NATIONAL PRODUCT 


Despite the sharp slump in the fourth 198t quarter, real 
gross national product (the aggregate value in 1972 dollars of 
goods and services produced) registered quarter-to-quarter 
changes averaging about 4% on a seasonally adjusted annual 
basis. This was due to the astounding 8.6% upspurt in the initial 
quarter. Although the range of quarterly changes in 1982 will 
not be as wide as in 1981, and the generally flat first half will not 
contribute much uplift to the economy to begin with, strength in 
the final two quarters can make for about a 2% average rate of 
advance in real GNP for the year. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


Monthly figures on the physical volume of industrial 
production early in 1982 are not likely to be impressive. The 
abrupt business slump has shaken confidence, and it will take 
some time for optimism to return. However, industrial output 
should trend upward in the spring and thereafter. With basic in- 
dustries already so deeply depressed, further improvement in 
monetary conditions could revive the housing, auto, and con- 
sumer durables ‘markets more rapidly than now seems possible, 
This would add to the strength that has been maintained in the 
fuel and energy-related ficlds. Military business should be a pri- 
mary source of vitality too. ' 


BUSINESS INVENTORIES 


Heavy inventories of autos, trucks, and farm equipment are 
the primary trouble areas right now, with suppliers to these in- 
dustries forced to curtail output because of soft demand. Else- 
where, however, there should be early need for inventory ac- 
eumulation in anticipation of a quickening business tempo as 
1982 progresses. 


BUSINESS CAPITAL OUTLAYS 


Although low rates of capacity utilization and listless 
business carly in 1982 will tend to restrain capital equipment 
demand, purchases Chat were deferred in 1981 pending the more 
liberal depreciation rules of 1982 will have some bolstering ef- 
fect. We confidently expect this important source of economic 
vitality to become more of a factor as the tempo of busines picks 
up. Moreover, capital outlays will be an important component of 
the business uptrend going inte 1983 ss well, 


INTEREST RATES -- MONEY SUPPLIES 


Short-term interest rates have retreated from their peak 
earlicr in 1981. Softening business eased borrowings, causing 
interest rates to slide downward. Though the bulk of the down- 
turn has already occurred, short-term interest rates could shade 
a little lower - to around! 4% for the prime lending rate of majar 
commercial banks - in the early part of 1982 before bottoming 
out. When the anticipated business upturn is well under way, 
however, interest rates will undoubtedly be marked up. But 
enhanced cash flow for businesses, as a result of lower corporate 
income taxes and accelerated depreciation allowances, should 
prevent a quick return to oppressively high rates. Hence, money 
and credit availability should be adequate for businesses and 
consumers in the year ahead, though far from abundant. 

After backing down a little from peak levels, tong-term in- 
terest rates firmed recently in reflection of heavy Treasury and 
corporate financings, Pent-up demand for long-term funds will 
not, permit more than irregular downward shadings for a while 
but easing of inflation is helping to keep long-term rates from 
rising, 

The average increase in the Consumer Price Index for full- 
year 1981 was probably a shade below 9% on an annual rate 
basis. We look for further casing in the inflation pace during 
much of the winter and spring of 1982 but firm-to-higher tenden- 
cies should rule thereafter. For the full year we expect an 
average increase of 8%.
